The  Sater  Family  is  of  an  old  Maryland  descent.  Henry  Sater 
came  from  England  in  1709  and  settled  for  a  time  at  Jamestown,  Va. , 
and  finally  at  Chestnut  Ridge,  near  Baltimore,  Maryland.  His  wife’s 
maiden  name  was  Dorcas  Os sage. 

They  were  parents  of  Joseph  Sater,  who  was  born  December  25, 
1753,  the  youngest  child  cf  the  family,  soon  after  which  his  father 
died.  He  emigrated  from  Baltimore  County,  near  the  City  of  that 
name  in  1811,  to  Miami  County,  His  wife’s  maiden  name  was  Hannah 
Levering,  born  January  16,  1764,  and  who  died  April  9,  18 54,  aged 
ninety  years,  two  months  and  twenty-four  days.  She  was  French  and 
German  descent,  daughter  of  Colonel  Levering,  one  of  the  prominent 
heroes  of  the  Revolution. 

They  brought  the  surviving  members  of  their  family  with  them  - 
three  sons  and  three  daughters  when  they  landed  at  Cincinnati  and 
pushed  their  way  across  the  country  to  the  fertile  lands  beyond  the 
Great  Miami  River.  They  first  settled  among  friends  near  Harrison, 
Ohio.  In  1812  Joseph  Sater  formed  a  place  at  Round  Bottom,  in  the 
Little  Miami  Valley.  In  1813  Me  bought  a  tract  of  about  three 
hundred  acres  from  Captain  Jacob  'White  and  occupied  by  his  son. 
Providence  White,  at  a  sum  of  ten  dollars  per  acre.  He  had  declined 
to  purchase  in  the  Mill  Creek  Valley,  where  Cumminsville  now  lies, 
on  the  ground  that  it  was  too  high. 

The  original  Sater  tract  is  now  in  part  the  property  of  John 
and  Jacob  Schwing  adjoining  the  farm  of  Thomas  E.  Sater,  and  in  part 
was  owned  by  the  Shaker  Society. 

Here  Joseph  Sater  made  his  pioneer  improvements,  and  remained 
until  his  death,  October  27,  1833 >  aged  seventy-nine  years. 

Among  his  children  was  Thomas  Sater,  the  last  surviving  member 
of  his  generation,  who  settled  near  Mount  Pleasant,  Iowa. 

The  second  son  was  William  Sater,  born  September  17,  1793,  in 
Maryland  and  later  occupied  a  portion  of  the  home  place  in  Crosby 
•'ownship.  After  his  father’s  death  he  built  the  birch  mansion  in 
..lch  his  son  Thomas  later  resided,,  William  built  this  home  in  1831 
died  there  on  January  30,  1849*  His  wife  was  Nanoy  Jones  of

JOSEPH  SATER 

Joseph  Sater  was  born  at  the  old  home  in  Crosby  Township,  Nov. 
20,  1824.  He  farmed  and  attended  district  schools  until  the  winter 
of  1844-45  when  he  was  a  student  at  Cary 1 s  Academy,  at  College  Hill. 
In  1849  he  married  Elisa  A.  Hedges  of  Coleraln  Township  and  occupied 
his  farm  adjoining  that  of  his  brother  Thomas,  one  and  a  half  miles 
northeast  of  New  Haven,  Ohio. 

In  I857  he  was  elected  township  trustee,  and  served  three  terms. 
He  was  also  a  member  of  the  school  board.  In  I859  and  18?0  he  was 
real  estate  assessar  for  the  township.  In  I860  he  was  elected  town¬ 
ship  treasurer  and  served  eleven  years  when  he  was  elected  County 
Commissioner.  In  I863  and  1867  he  was  nominated  for  the  legislature 
on  the  Democratic  ticket.  Being  a  minority  party  the  ticket  was 
defeated. 

He  was  chosen  County  Commissioner  in  1871  on  the  Democratic 
ticket  and  in  1874  he  ran  Independently  but  was  taken  up  by  the 
Republicans » 

He  was  active  and  energetic  in  office  and  some  of  the  inquiries 
started  by  him  brought  about  the  law  for  the  board  of  control  pro¬ 
cured  from  the  state  legislature.  He  favored  economy  In  the 
expenditure  of  public  funds.  After  serving  for  six  years  and  one 
month  he  was  given  a  dinner  at  the  St.  Nicholas  in  Cincinnati.  Many 
prominent  persons  attended  and  the  dinner  was  presided  over  by 
Governor-elect  R.  M.  Bishop. 

in  1881  and  1886  Joseph  Sater  was  appointed  a  Jury  Commissioner 
by  the  Hamilton  County  Court.  In  1884  he  was  made  foreman  of  a 
special  Grand  Jury  called  to  investigate  the  cause  of  the  destruction 
of  the  Court  House  by  fire,  M^.  Sater  wqs  also  assignee  under  the 
bankrupt  law  and  filled  other  Judiciary  positions. 

In  1889  he  was  a  candidate  for  membership  in  the  United  Brethern 
Church.

Thomas  Enoch  Satcr  was  educated  in  district  schools.  His  edu¬ 
cation  was  supplemented  by  much  reading  and  keen  observation.  His 
father,  William  Sater,  died  while  Thomas  was  still  In  his  teens  and 
he  continued  at  home  assisting  In  the  management  of  the  farm  until 
it  was  divided  in  I85O.  Thomas  received  the  homestead  together 
with  seventy-five  acres.  To  this  he  made  substantial  additions  from 
time  to  time.  He  filled  several  public  offices  such  as  Township 
Clerk  and  Property  Assessar.  He  was  a  member  of  the  House  during 
the  sixty-first  general  assembly  of  Ohio,  in  1874.  In  this  position 
ne  was  assigned  to  serve  on  the  committies  of  agriculture  and  re¬ 
trenchment.
